is, indeed, must be self-evident. St. Paul in 
the fourth chapter of his epistle to the Ephe- 
siang says to us, “ You are called in one hope of 
youy calling, one Lord, one faith, one baptism. 
And he gave some prophets and some apostles 
and some prophets and some gvangelists and 
some pastors and doctors. For the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Christ; until we all meet 
into the unity of faith and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God.

But did this ministry and its authority cease?

~ Revelations of the Past. 

St. Paul says ta Timothy: “Continue then in 
those things which thou hast learned. and which 
have been committed to thee, kaowing of whom 
thou hast learned them. The things*which thou 
hast heard of me by many witn , the same 
commend to faithfal men, who sit l be fit to 
teach others also.” 

Now, St. Paul received the gospel by revela- 
tion from Jesus, and he says: *“* Thoukh we, or an 
angel from heaven, should preach a gospel to 
you besides that which we have preached to you, 
let him be anathema.”’ 

That certainly must have been then the gospel 
that he gave to Timothy, commanding him to 
give the same, not another, to other faithful men. 
who should in turn teach others also. 

Addressing another bishop of the Church St- 
Titus he admonishes him in regard to the faith 
and morality of the Christian life; the same, uo 
doubt, that he received from Jesus Christ, and he 
concludes in these words: “These things speak 
and exhort and rebuke with all authority. Lat 
no man despise tlee.”’ Could he himself have 
done more? Could he have said less? Did not 
Jesus Christ say: “‘He who’ despises you de 
spises me”’? There is no foundation upon which 
divine faith can rest other than divine ae , 
and that authority must exist until the ena of 
time. 

We need not comment upon what experience 
has proved and observation makes manifest— 
viz.: that, that authority once rejected or de- 
spised, men are tossed to and fro and carried 
about by every wind or doctrine; that the saving 
faith of Christ is taken away from men, and that 
they are shutout from the living fountains of 
grace and sanctification given to us by the boun- 
ty of God. our savior. ?

Commissioner Kerr Proposes to Undertake 
a Difficult Task, 

Commissioner of Health Kerr has decided 
to: disinfect and deodorize the Chicago River. 
It is a big task, but Mr. Kerr thinks he can 
accomplish it. He is going to commence not 
with the main stream, which has a sufficiently 
malodorous reputation, but with the South 
Branch, compared to which the main river is 

a limpid stream. 

Mr. Kerr has chosen that nettion of the river 
extending from Halsted street to Ashiand ave- 
nue and skirting the Stock-Yards.. With the 
assistance of a New York chemical company 
the.Com missioner proposes to transform this, 
the worst portion of the river, intoa babbling 
brook, the home of trout and bass. It is no- 


take the job. 

** Yes, sir,” said Mr. Kerr yesterday, “ Iam | 
going to have the south branch of the river 
cleaned up thoroughly and at once. The 
river between Halsted street and Ashland 
avenue is ina horrible condition and would 
greatly jeopardize the adjoining locality were 
any kind of an epidemic to visit Chicago. 
That part of the river seems to have been for 
years the burial place of dead animals, The 
various concerns located on its banks have 
found it a convenient dumping ground for 
their dead horses and ali refuse. At present 
the river gives off a pestilential odor notice. 
able for blocks around. 

‘* Our first step will be to put a stop to the 
practice of throwing into tne river all dead 
animals. The stream will be sharply watched, 
and any . one detected so doing will be prose- 
cited. It isan outrageous and unlawful prac- 
tice and must be stopped at once. 

‘A New York firm has a chemical com- 
pound which, if it accomplishes all that is 
‘glaimed for it, will clarify and deodorize the 
river. Ido not recall the firm’s name, nor 
am I familiar with the nature of the chemi- 
cal. It is a liquid, and electricity enters into 
the process, but that is the extent of my 
Knowledge. Two of my men are down there 
now getting several carboys of river water, 
which will be experimented with in miy office 
tomorrow. If the test is successful we will 
begin work on the river at once. The dump 
at Ashland avenue and the river wie also be 
attended to.”

GEORGE INDUSTRIAL CAMP. |

Tough Youngsters from ‘Worst Quarters of 
New York’s East Side Brought Willivgly 
Under Wholesome Discipline in a Week 
Taught to Establish and Maintein a 
Rural~ Republic Among Themselves= 
Develop High Grades of Talent and 
Ambition. . gam ee re 

New York, Sept. 8.—{Special.]—The his- 

‘tory of the George Industrial Camp, or 

‘Juvenile Republic, as it has been called, 

‘that was disbanded ‘last week, shows that 

‘the common belief that boys and girls are 

‘incapable of taking care of. themselves is 

entirely unfounded. Had anybody, save 

one man, ventured to affirm that 216 boys 
and eighty-five girls, collected from the 

‘worst quarters of thé East Side, could with- 

in one week be brought under completé dis- 

cipline and taught td govern themselves, 
he would have been considered a fanatic. 

Yet W. R. George, a young man, an officer 


affirmed this, but proved conclusiyely that 
he was right. In so doing he perhaps solved 
what has been called the “problem of the 
slums.” 

To Freeville, Tompkins County, N. ¥Y., 
on a splendid forty-three-acre farm, com- 
manding a magnificent view of:a beautiful 
roiling country, Mr. George has taken from 
‘summer to summer the fresh-air children 
who were too disreputable in appearance or 
too incorrigible in behavior to be harbored 
by any farmer. Here the scheme which has 
been so successful this summer was de- 
veloped. 

July 5 he took these 300 particularly bad 
boys and girls to this farm for a two months’ 

stay. Twenty-three young women .and 
seventeen college men, volunteers, accom 
panied them as attendants and teachers. 
The morning of July 6 the first and only re- 
public of the children, for the children, and 
by the children was founded. 

Within one week the republic had held its 
first election, exactly as a New York election 
is conducted, from registry to stump-speak- 
ing and booth voting, and its President, 
Senate, Congres, militia, police force, and 
judiciary were put in working order. - 


Ifow the Republic Was Managed. 


Upon arrival each’ child was assigned to a 
clags, the girls being instrueted in sewing, 
dressmaking, millinery, cooking, and house- 
keeping; the boys in carpentry, farming, 
landscape gardening, and hostelry. No one 
was compelled to attend, but for doing so, 
from 8 a. m. to 12 noon, the children received 
at first 50 cents a day each. If they im- 
proved they were advanced to 70 cents and 
m™) cents, being paid in cardboard currency 
adopted by the government. With this mon- 
ey they paid 10 cents for each meal, ‘ten cents 
for lodging, arid three cents a day taxes for 
support of paupers. Lack of cash com- 
pelled one to live on pauper fare—bread and 
water—and sleep in the paupers’ cell on

He said: “ We don’t want none idle here. 
if a felly won't work let him starve, but no 
more taxes to suppo-t him.” 

The bill was passed and the company mot- 
to, “If a man will not work, neither shall 
he eat,”” was rigidly adhered to. Yet at 
every meal there were those so indolent or 
improvident that they had no money, so 
sat without the dining tent and begged for 
food that never came. If caught begging 
they were arrested by the ever vigilant po- 
‘lice and locked up for one day or fined 50 
cents. Their clothes were not mended, they 
were given nothing, unless they could pay 
for it. Before three weeks had passed each 
child had settled to its level, easily distin- 
guishable by its appearance—the prosper- 
ous and the industrious, those who saw 
chances and took them, and the shiftless, 
improvident, and lazy. 

Déveloping Business Talents.

ing ‘the frterior and putting in cots 
separated by sheets hurig from the ceiling, 
they christened it the Waldorf, and at $2 4 
week soon had a full house. It became the 
resort of the rich, and the proprietors, clear- 
ing $7 a week each, were the Rockefellers of 
the camp, never working, but having others 
to do whatsoever they would. Competi- 
tion. made them pay in the end $7.20 a day for 
the privilege. 

Of course every public officer received a 
salary—Senators $1.50, Congressmen $1.20, 
and policemen 90 cents a day each, and they 
performed their duties with a faithfulness 
and energy perhaps rare in public life.

Others went out of 
the camp, and, getting fruit free, undersold 
the merchants. This emergency brought

Policing the Republic. 


The police force and the judiciary were 
among the most interesting features of this 
little republic. Admission to the force was 
through a. rigid civil service examination, 
and the position was a coveted one. Thir- 
teen boys,. from 12 to 16’years old, and two 
girls {clerks} made up the force. The pen- 
alty for, failure to enforce laws or arrest of-. 
fenders was dismissal. After three or four 
had been deprived of their uniforms the 
others, ne matter how large the offender, 
arrested him at once, 

Altogether eight boys tried to run away. 
Four reached New York and wrote back: 
‘Tell Mr. George we liked der place, but 
didn’t want ‘ter be arrested by kid cops.” 

The four who got away bribed a sergeant 
of palice, who slept at the door of their tent, 
not to wake, and to-make sure the five other 
officers could not follow them they calmly 
took every stitch of their. clothes, so when the 
alarm was given the o » not being ac- 
ecustomed to nature's suits, were at a loss 
what to do. As they were wrapping them- 
selves in sheets the ‘‘redheaded” cop saw the 
sergeant had all his clothes and he immedi- 
ately called for assistance, arrested his su- 
perior officer,. and, thrusting him in jail,

THOUSANDS SEEK HELP AT HOLY HILL, 


Special Services in Honor of the Blessed 
Virgin Yesterday. 

Oconomowoc, Wis., Sept. 8.—[Special.)— 
Services. were held at Holy Hill today in 
honor of the nativity of the Blessed Virgin. 
Masses were celebrated at 5, 6, 7, 9, and 10:30 
a. m., with vespers at2 p.m. Four priests 
assisted the pastor and about 2,500 people 
were present, coming from Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Fond du Lac, Oconomowoc, Wau- 
kesha, and other places. 

The services were in English and German 
and at every mass the church was literally 
packed. The day was very fine, the weather 
cool and clear, and there was not any suffer- 
ing. There will be services there tomorrow, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Friday, after 
which the church will be closed until the 
last services of the year, which will be held 
in October. 

The Messrs. Delheiden, two brothers, ac- 
companied the Chicago delegation, of which 
there were about twenty-five in the party. 
These aré the satne gentlemen who had 
charge of the Chicago pilgrims Aug. 15, 
when the party numbered 219 persons. 

The church was erected in 1879 and is 50x 
100 feet, built of brick, and. surmounts what 
was formerly known as Lapham’s Peak, the 
highest point of land in the State except 
possibly one. For many years it was in an 
unfinished condition, but now the intertor is 
handsomely decorated, equal to churches:in 
the larger cities, most of i t all the ex- 
pense, including the altars, being done by 
those who claim to have received physicai 
as well as spiritual benefit from having vis- 
ited the hill, 

It is the custom now and has been for 
years for the afflicted to visit the hill sev- 
eral days in advance of the day upon which 
services were held, and as a consequence 
there was much suftering, and even as late 
as Aug. 15, the date of the last preceding 
meeting, the 219 Chicago pilgrims slept in 
the church. 

The church is supported solely by volun- 
tary contributions and the sale of goods pe- 
culiar to the rites of the church, such as 
beads, medals, crosses, books, cards, etc., 
which sales are usually controlled by broth- 
ers not yet in orders, and as they are lib- 
erally tronizged the revenue from  thi# 
source quite large. That many are ben- 
efited or healed is evident by the beautiful 
floral offerings which decorate each of the 
fourteen stations of the cross, which are 
built of stofe and extend from the base to 
the summit of the hill. There-.are many vis- 
iting the hill at all times when the weather 
permits, and the roads leading up to the 
church show as much travel as do the pub- 
lic highways.
